JURY FEE DEPOSITS 


Lockwood. Committee Witness 
Says Thousands of Dollars Left 
in Courts Are Held Up. 


SUITS BY TEN LANDLORDS 


Rent Gouging Charged—Condi- 
tions on Washington Heights 
“ Shocking.” 


Ten: landlords, under different corpo 
rate names, initiate 75 per cent. of the 
rent “litigation in. the Seventh. District 
Court, which has the largest jurisdiction 
in the city, embracing in its scope 600,000 
people living between 110th ‘Street and 
Spuyten’ Duyvil, according to the testi- 
mony of John P.. Burns, Chief. Clerk of 
the. court, -before. the Lockwood com- 
mittee yesterday. 

On the eomplaints * of tenants who 
asserted that $100,000 had been paid Into 
the court as jury fees by tenants, who 
were entitled to a return of a large part 
of this money, the. committee called Mr, 
Burns, who asserted that about $45,000 
had been paid as jury fees, and that in 
cases: where tenarits did not get indi- 
vidual jury 'tria}s, but were covered by 
test ‘cages, their money: was sent. to the 
Controller.

A gale, accompanied by gusts» that 
blew more. than 100 miles an» hour, 
roared over the city and vicinity. yester~- 
day, tossing pedestrians to the ground.| 
like. ninepins, 
wagons and taxicabs, toppling over trees | 
and chimneys and driving through. the 
streets wave after wave of débris— 
bricks,. billboards, chunks masonry 
from cornices, branches. of trees, tin 
roofing, auto tops, packages, pushcarts, 
flag poles, window boxes and, flocks of 
hats and umbrellas. 

A huge branch torn from a tree near 
the home of fourteen-year-old Anna La 
Cart, at 239th Street.and Yonkers Ave-. 
nue, came down upon her head like a 
gigantic club, crushing her. skull and 
killing her instantly. : 

Over Mineola, L. I., the galé was. so 
strong that for a. time. it. counteracted 
a_ propeller making 1,400 reyolutions a 
minute; so that the United States Air 
Mail Service airplane, piloted by_C. B. 
DD. Colyer, remained &t rest more. than 
1,000. feet above the flying field... Colyer 
had to put.on the speed of his 400-horse- 
power \Liberty motor to hold, his. own, 
Men on the flying field watched the 
plane suspended: motionless’ for, -séveral 
minutes until the pilot found a soft spot, 
in the wind and. began to nose ciwn 
almost perpendicularly.

Fall in 1921 Was Least in New 
York and Greatest in the 
South and West.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Retail food 
prices during the last year have de- 
creased between 12 and 18 per cent. in 
eighteen large cities, according to a re- 
port from the Bureau of Labor statistics 
to the Department of Labor. 

The bureau's survey shows that New 
York City had the smallest falling off 
in food prices during the year, while 
in the South and Middle West the 
greatest decrease occurred. 

For the year period Dec. 15, 1920, to 
Dec, 15, 1921, there was a decrease of 
18 per cent. in Mobile and Savannah, 17 
per cent. in Indianapolis and Salt Lake 
City, 16 per cent. in Detroit, Louisville, 
Milwaukee, Minneapolis and Washing- 
ton, D. D., 15 per cent. in Omaha, 14 
per cent. in Bridgeport, Dallas and 
Philadelphia, 13 per. cent. in Chica 
and Manchester, and 12 per cent. in 
New York. 

During the month from Nov. 15 to 
Dec. 15, 1921, there was a decrease in 
twelve of these cities and an increase in 
two.

Ruminaging among useless Govern- 
ment publications, the House Com- 
mittee on Printing came upon the 
** Diary of Home-Making Activities.’’ 

e.cost of it fs not staggering, but 
its purpose’ is sufficiently so. Issued 
by the Féderal Board of / Vocational 
Education, 6,000 copies of this little 
hook have: beén placed in the hands 
of wives of workingmen and of 
farmers: They are requested to read 
the ‘‘ sample *’ diaries therein given, 
and on.that, model to stop every half 
hour of their day's ‘work_and write 
infthe BDiank=pages an: exact account 
of. what they. had been-doing for the 
previous .thirty minutes. Then the 
whole ts to be returned t~ Washing- 
ton for the edification of the Voca- 
tional Board. It will, doubtless there- 
after. proceed to construct new educa- 
tional courses, and to publish addi- 
tional. bulletins and" questionnaires 
and monographs, on the basis of the 
priceless information thus received. 

The sample diaries- offered for the 
guidance -of untutored- home-makers 


entries as the following: ‘‘ Combed 
Alice's hair”; ‘' mended husband's 
shirt ’; “punished Billy for hurting 
Alice.” ‘There is also a special diary 
for odllege Woinén: They are-expected 
to set down both ‘what they’ did and 
the reason why ‘they did it. Thus:
